Consumers head online and to big box 
stores, leaving malls feeling the pinch

Was it Black Friday or an average Saturday? It was hard 
to tell at many Portland-area malls. 

As retailers offer doorbuster deals earlier each year and 
online sales increasingly bite into store revenues, Black Fri- 
day has become something of a non-event. 

This is the continuation of a trend that started when 
retailers began opening on Thanksgiving, hoping to one-up 
each other. Much like last year, the lines Thursday wound 
around department stores and big-box retailers throughout 
the metro area as shoppers hunted for Thanksgiving deals. 

During the morning hours of Black Friday, though — 
once guaranteed chaos at malls nationwide — lines were 
shorter and parking spots were relatively easy to find in

BOMBING, SHOOTING 


Hundreds killed in attack on Egyptian mosque 


At least 235 people were killed when 
gunmen stormed a mosque during Friday 
prayers in Egypt’s Sinai Peninsula, setting off 
explosives and firing on worshippers in what 
was believed to be the deadliest single attack 
by Islamist extremists on Egyptian civilians. 


What: Friday’s attack, which reportedly 
involved more than a dozen gunmen who 
arrived in off-road vehicles, targeted a 
mosque frequented by Sufi Muslims, fol-

lowers of a mystical branch of Islam who are 
viewed as heretics by Sunni extremists. 


Who: There was no immediate claim of 
responsibility, but the region has long been 
the scene of a simmering Islamist insur- 
gency, and Islamic State fighters have dra- 
matically escalated the level of violence 
there in recent years. 


The victims: In addition to the dead, more 
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than 100 were injured. 


President Trump’s reaction on Twitter: 
“We have to get TOUGHER AND SMARTER 
than ever before, and we will. Need the 
WALL, need the BAN! God bless the people 
of Egypt.” The tie to Muslim-on-Muslim vio- 
lence in Egypt to building a wall along the 
U.S.-Mexico border was not explained.
